PROSP@RING FINELY. 


The Nevada and Oregon Going North 


Rapidly. 


The graders camps will all be moved 
beyond the twentieth mile post the 
first of next week except a few that 
are cleaning out the brush on the 
nineteenth mile. The grading through 
Lemmons’ valley will then be comple- 
ted and ready for the rails. The tres- 
tles are all done but one. and it will 
be finished to-day. Then there will 
be no more bridging until near Cold 
Spring, a distance of ten or twelve 
miles. Camp six has just been opened 
and everything is being one out, 
It stands at the mouth of a little can- 
yon that cuts through the divide near 
the north-west corner of Lemmons’ 
valley. It is four miles from there 
to Cold Springs, and there is Some 
cutting and filling to be done, but no- 
thing to that between Reno and the 
summit, The work already dene is 
highly creditable. The ten miles of 
iron that are down are in the highest 
style of art. The curves’ are all up in 
shape, and the gauge and lining ex- 
cellent. Where wagon roads cross, 
good plank crossings have been put 
in, giving plenty of room at easy 
grades. Beyond the end of the irons 
the road bed stretches out across the 
valley assmooth and pretty as Har- 
lem Lane. The corners of the banks 
are as sharply cut as if they were laid 
in stone, and the cuts are even and 
smooth. The water question is the 
great trouble. Several teams are all 
the time engaged in heuling water to 
the different gangs of laborers from 
the few springs that are to be found. 
The train is now engaged in ballast- 
ing up the track. As soon as iron 
comes it will have all it can do to 
haul out material, as the track will be 
pushed ahead at the rate of a mile a 
day for the next twenty miles or more. 
The mills at San Francisco have their 
money now for the iron, but they are 
unable to deliver it promptly. Col. 
Moore is getting on men enough to 
get the grade*ready to the Junction as 
fast as it is expected to be supplied 
with rails. The company has a prop- 
osition for a telegraph line, and will 
likely have one up very soon. It will 
be thirty-six and three-quarter miles 
to the Junction. From the junction 
it is very likely that work will be 
pushed west, through Sierra valley, 
and north, through Long valley, at 
the same time. Both routes offer 
great inducements, and the Plumas 
Branch would give an immediate and 
reliable support. The road would 
cross into Sierra valley without any 
hard work or heavy grades. Across 
the valley it would have level ground, 
and to reach Mohawk valley no great 
difficulty would be encountered. At 
Mohawk it would command all the 
Plumas-Eureka business, and it is very 
doubtful about its going further for 
years tocome, The line to Quincy 
will be very expensive, and the sup- 
port very light beyond Mohawk. The 


road is making friends every day. It 


is being well managed and well built, 
and will be a great benefit to the 
whole country. .

The Board is 
not in session to-day, anyhow.’

ARTESIAN WELLS. 


The Bounty Offered by the State to Ru- 
courage Sinking Them. 


Artesian welle, says the Silver State, 
are of the greatest benefit imaginable 
to the people of Nevada. Without 
water for irrigating, the State is prac- 
tically worthless for agricultural pur- 
poses, The soil is rich, but the cli- 
mate is so dry that witheut artificial 
irrigation nothing but sagebrush and 
stunted shrubs of that character will 
grow in the rich valleys, where, with 
plenty of water, trees, grain and veg- 
etables grow luxuriantly. This has 
been demonstrated at Battle Moun- 
tain, whieh was located on an arid 
plain which produced nothing but 
sagebrush, until artesian water was 
procured for ‘irrigating. In a few 
years the place has changed as if by 
magic, and trees, flowers, grasses, 
grain and vegetables flourish where 
only a few years ago a jack rabbit 
could not live on the natural vegete- 
tion of a quarter-section of land. Be- 
sides the advantages to be derived 
from artesian water for agriculture, it 
might be used advantageously for 
mechanical purposes. This ought to 
be sufficient to induce moneyed men 
to try the experiment of getting flow- 
ing water from an artesian well. The 
cost, so we are informed, will not ex- 
ceed three or four dollars per foot for 
a depth of three hundred feet, and 
the State gives a bounty of two dol- 
lars per foot after a depth of five hun- 
dred feet is attained. An Act passed 
by the Legislature, approved March 
6th, 1879, provides that every person, 
firm, corporation or association that 
shall sink an artesian well within this 
State shall be entitled, after the first 
five hundred feet shall have been 
sunk, to the sum of two dollars per 
foot, to be paid out of the General 
Fund of the county in which the well 
is situated.
